Formerly Lived 
Near Tacoma 


TUCUMCARI, N. M. 'WPi—A man with 


a cleft chin, misshapen nose and fine

SEASONABLE warm weather 

has brought an abundant sup- 
ply of fresh eggs to our markets 
and in spite of government efforts 
to maintain farm prices, the aver- 
age cost is far below what it was 
last year at this time. Eggs are so 
reasonable, in fact, that many 
homemakers are considering new 
ways of serving this nutritious and 
popular food. 


A French chef numbers dozens 
of egg dishes among his collection 
of recipes. Even the cook in the 
quick-lunch wagon knows at least 
a half dozen ways of preparing 
them. The average homemaker 
may not do so well by her eggs as 
the trained chef, but she should 
have a lengthy list of such deli- 
cacies for easy preparation. 

Today’s recipes are exceptionally 
good: 

Curried Eggs 


Allow 2 eggs for each person. 
Boil them slowly until hard and 
keep hot until needed. For the 
sauce melt 2 tablespoons butter in 
a pan, add 1 tablespoon thinly 
sliced onion and cook only until 
the onion is yellow and tender. 
Moisten 1 tablespoon cornstarch 
with 2 tablespoons cold milk and 
add to the cooked onion, stirring 
well. Add 1 teaspoon curry powder. 
Then slowly add 1% cups rich milk. 
Season to taste with salt, pepper 
and cayenne pepper. Cook until 
the sauce is smooth and thickened.

This 
recipe may be varied by adding 
minced fried bacon, chopped pars- 
ley or chopped ham to the scram- 
bled egg mixture.

Future Quakes To Be 
Light, Concludes 
Seismologist

CLEVELAND (IP-—-The area com- 
prising six states throughout the 
Middle West, jarred by earthquakes i: 
two succeeding weeks, will be visited by 
recurring mild earth tremors, believes 
Rev. Father Joseph S. Joliat, S. J. 
head seismologist at John Carroil 
Dniversity. 

Father Joliat said the disturbances 
are traceable directly to shifting of the 
earth's crust throughout the geologi- 
cally “old Middle West. 

“The cause of the tremors is re ad- 
justment of the earth's crust, depress- 
ed 10,000 years ago by the great glacier 
that extended over this section and 
jower Canada.” 

“Purther movements of the earth's 
crust will result in additional quakes. 
But they won't be very serious,” the 
Jesuit said. 

Father Joliat placed the center of 
the recent disturbances in northwestern 
Ohio. 

The tall, bespectacled seismologist 
asserted that the latest shocks felt in 
the Middle West were relative to the 
earth tremors of 1935, which shook a 
500,000-mile area. 

The center of that disturbance, he 
said, was about 400 miles north of Lake 
Erje in Ontario.

1937 Model Features 
Instant Release 
Of Ice Cubes 


Even manufacturers of electric re- 
frigerators conceded that some day 
somebody would solve the problem of 
ice tray and ice cube removal, making 
this task as simple as removing a bottle 
of milk from the food compartment. 


This prophecy now sees its fulfill- 
ment in the announcement of the 1937 
line of Frigidaires with their instant 
cube release trays, according to Lloyd 
Cannon, of Cannon Chevrolet Com- 
pany, local Fridigaire dealer. 

“Peculiarly enough,” he said, “this 
problem was one best known to users 
of electric refrigerators. People who 
have not yet used automatic refrigera- 
tors in their homes, would not normal-~ 
ly appreciate this problem as they scan 
the market for a refrigerator for the 
home. Nor is the fact that ice trays 
freeze fast in the freezing unit or that 
cubes freeze fast in the divider grid 
necessarily a mark against the refrig- 
erator itself. The fact that these items 
are freezing very tightly in their res- 
pective compartments indicates that 
there is at least a reasonable supply 
of cold in the unit. The problem has 
never been one of preventing this, but 
rather of finding a practical way of 
releasing both tray and cube when ice 
is wanted.

A well prepared roast deserves neat, 
skillful carving. A good carver does 
full justice to the tenderness of the 
meat when he cuts it across the grain 
in thin, even Slices, thus cutting the 
fibers into short lengths. Any roast is 
improved by skillful carving just as 
much of its goodness is wasted if it is 
badly cut. 


While practice makes perfect the art 
of carving a knowledge of funda-. 
mental rules is important, says ae 
S. Wilson, home economist. The car- 
ver should know where the bones, the 
muscles and the fat lie in the piece of | 
meat before him. The best way to 
learn this is to examine the meat care- 
fully beforehand, preferably before it 


The platter should be large enough 
to hold the slices after they are cut, 
before they are served. 

Roasts should be placed on the plat- 

ter with these “handles” to the left 
'of the carver. 
' Skewers and strings should be re- 
‘moved in the kitchen, except in the 
‘case of rolled rib roast. The cords 
keep this roast in shape, and are cut, 
one at a time, as the carver comes to 
them.
